THE UNITED STATES AND FOREIGN HOUSING 


The problem of adequately housing the world's rapidly growing population is becoming more urgent, 
especially in underdeveloped countries. The opportunities for U. S. industry in this field are good. 
The following brief review of housing problems abroad and the historical role of the U. S. Government 
and industry in foreign housing should be helpful in understanding present opportunities. 


The pressure on the existing housing inventory is increasing. For example, in Latin America, about 
one new house is built for every 16 persons added to the population annually; about three and a fraction 
are builtin the United States. U. S. housing activity accounts for almost 5 percent of the gross national 
product; activity in the underdeveloped countries is negligible. Problems in the underdeveloped countries 
are low per capita income, migration from rural to urban areas, shortages of building materials and 
equipment, lack of technical skills, lack of organization to effectively utilize skills, and political unrest. 


Although Government and industry have been active in foreign residential construction since World 
War II, insufficient financial resources in underdeveloped countries have discouraged the entry of U. S. 
private enterprise into the housing industry. In these countries particularly, the limited internal capi- 
tal resources are drawn to more productive investments. Furthermore, because investment in housing 
construction does not provide the receiving country a direct means of earning foreign exchange, utili- 
zation of hard currency foreign loans for housing investment usually has been avoided. In order to make 
soft currency foreign loans (a foreign debt repayable in local currency) available for private investment, 
including residential mortgages, by U. S. firms, the Agricultural Trade and Development Act of 1954 
was amended, The 1957 Cooley Amendment authorized the Export-Import Bank to make foreign currency 
loans to private U. S. firms and their affiliates for business development and trade expansion. 


Since World War II, activity in foreign housing was restricted primarily to governmental programs. 
The Economic Cooperation Administration (ECA) and the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration (UNRRA) stressed the redevelopment of war-ravaged economies. Housing assistance was 
usually provided through aid to a nation's building materials and construction industries, but funds and 
materials were sometimes provided for the direct construction of dwellings. Assistance for direct 
dwelling construction was limited to relieving emergency conditions, such as those in Korea and Lebanon. 


Since the beginning of the fifties, U. S. foreign aid programs have strongly emphasized economic de- 
velopment. The importance of housing and other community facilities as a prerequisite to balanced 
economic growth was recognized. U. S. multilateral contributions, administered by international agencies, 
have been made primarily through the United Nations (U. N.) and the Organization of American States 
(O.A.S.). These agencies engage in housing research; they provide technical assistance through con- 
sultants, conferences, and publications; and they make financial grants to students and government of- 
ficials for study at institutes and housing centers which they maintain. Though they are both working 
toward the long-range solution of housing problems, they do not finance direct construction. 


The bilateral housing program, which involves agreements between the U. S. and foreign countries, 
resembles the multilateral program in purpose and method of operation. It is administered by the 
International Cooperation Administration (ICA), which engages in such activities as the preparation of 
legislation, the organization of public and private housing activities, investment guarantees, encourage- 
ment of private savings and loan associations, and the introduction of aided self-help and cooperative 
housing programs. The Development Loan Fund (DLF) has cooperated with ICA in providing loans and 
guarantees for the establishment of specialized financial institutions which invest in residential con- 
struction. The ICA, DLF, and the foreign currency loan activities of the Export-Import Bank will be 
part of the newly established Agency for International Development (AID). Cooperating with ICA in its 
housing activities is the Office of International Housing (OIH) of the Housing and Home Finance Agency. 
OIH communicates with other U. S. Government agencies and international organizations, as well as 
with private concerns involved in foreign housing. 


In addition to the various direct Government programs, the Bureau of International Programs of the 
Department of Commerce provides significant market information services to encourage the greater 
participation of American industry in foreign economic development. Both the private and public sectors 
of the U. S. economy will probably continue making substantial contributions to housing abroad.
